The Proceedings at the Seſsions for 


London and Middleſex. 


T de firſt perſon that received Trial this 
Seſſions, was a young Woman for the 
horrid Crime of Murder, charged to 
have been unnaturally committed on her 
own Female baſtard Child, on the 17th of July 
laſt; She had been for ſome time ſuſpected to 
be with child, but it did not appear any body 
had burthen'd her therewith. She -was delive- 
red alone, and had laid the Child in a Trunk ; 
but being very ſick, a woman = whoſe houſe 
ſhe lay) upon ſome ſuſpicion ſent for a Mid- 
wife, who declaring that ſhe had had a Child, 
the- now Priſoner at laſt confeſt it, and they 
found it lockt up in the Trunk as aforeſaid. 
The Priſoner alleadged it was ſtill-born, and 
upen view of the Body there .did not appear 
the leaſt mark of wound, bruiſe, or other vio- 
lence uſed + $0 that thereupon, and her volun- 
tary Confeſſion, &*c. the Jury not believing 
that ſhe had aQually murdered the Infaiit, -

A common Thieviſh Wench , that followes 
the trade uſed by too many of them, vjz. pre- 
tend to want Services, and have no ſooner got 
a place, but at the firſt opportunity they rob 
their Maſters or Miſtreſſ:s, was Arraigned and 
found Guilty of ſtealing 5 /. in Money, and a 
great quantity of laced Linnen, &c. from a

where ſhe had been committed for the like 
practice. | 

A luſty Mag took a long Tryal for a ſup- 
poſed Rape by him committed on a certain 
woman , who ſwore poſitively, that on 
Sunday the 22th of Fuly laſt 'the Priſoner came 
ine Forenoon to her Lodging, whilſt her Hul- 
band was at Church, pretending to pay for 
ſomething he had' formerly bad, and ( a- 
mongft other things) courted her to go abroad 
over the water with him that Afternoon 5 who 
refuſing unlefs her Husband weat too, he at laſt 
'on a fudden flung her on the bed, and there. by 
_ violence againſt her coaſeat had his will of her, 
and left her In a Swoon, &c. But it appearing

that ſhe did not cry out, tor which ſhe altedged 
a pleaſant reaſcn, that ſhe c:uld not, or was 
not able; and being demanded why, auſwered, 
becauſe he laid his face fo hard upon hers $n 
that neither 2 woman that was in another room 
of the ſame houſe, nor another jn the next houſe 
that could hear any conſiderable noiſe made in 
this womans Room, heard the leaſt diſturbance, 
As alſo that the Witnels dined with her Aut: 


'-band that day, without complaining of the a- 


buſe, 6r unuſual diſorder 5 and the ſame after- 
noon met the priſoner by accident at a Relati- 
ons houſe of hers and never charged him, or 
took any notice of it 3 nor acquainted her huſ- 
band till next morning. After a ſtri& ſifting of 
the matter, the Jury thought fit to bring in che 
priſoner Not guilty, to the great ſatisfation of 
his friends there preſent 3 the man having a 
good repute among his neighbuurs, £ 

A Gentlemaa took his Tryal for killing ano- 
ther Gentleman in the S#rand on the 7th of Ju- 
ty, and whoſe body was found dead there next 
day in an Alley, They were wholly ſtrangers 
to one another ; but the party deceaſed being 
near Twelve a clock at night got into the Alley 
with his (word drawn, and ſwearing to run a 
Maid- ſervant through as ſhe went home, with - 
whom he had not the leaſt pretence of quarrels 
$he prayed the priſoner, who wasalſoa ſtranger 
to her, to guard her home 5 who did ſo : but in 
his return it ſeems a Rencounter happend, and 


the deceaſed was kill'd.; but that it was c_ 
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'by the priſoner, the greateſt Evidence was, that 
his Sword agreed with the figure of the wound, 
and was (tain d with bloud juſt as far as that was 
deep 3 ſo that the priſoner was convicted of 
Manſlaughter. 

One that had been ſervant toa Gentleman a- 
bout 01d-ford in Middleſex, was Indicted for 
ſtealing two Geldings, a Black and a Bay, out of 
his'Maſter's Grounds, But riding with them a- 

long the Road in Hertford ſhire, an honeſt War- 
_ der queſtioning him, and finding cauſe of ſuſpi- 
tion, ſeized him 3 who upon Examination before 
 & Juſtice of Peace confeſs'd they were his Ma- 
| ſter's horſes. To whom, upon notice thereof 
ſent , they were returned, and the priſoner now 
Conviced. 

A Good man had theluck to loſe at once both 
his Bed and Bed-fellow : and ſome time after, 
upon ſearch, found the former at a Brokers, He 
now Indicted a woman (the Broker) for his ſaid 
bed , and breaking open his houſe. But it ra- 
ther appearing that ſhe took it in for a Pawo, 
and that by all circumſtances the Burglary was 
committed in his own Family, the priſoner was 
Acquitted. | 

A woman was burat in the hand for a Robbe- 
ry committed by her Two years ago, when com- 
ing to a houſe where there was no body left 
within but an antient poor woman, ſhe pre- 
tended to ſend her out of an Errand at feveral 
Streets diſtance, promiſing to give her fix pexce, 
&-c., but whilſt ſhe was gone}, ranſackt. the 
houſe;

houſe, and took away 2 ds, Apparel, ec. to 
a conſiderable value. 

A Servant-wench Indifted for a Burghlary 
and robbing her Maſter : It appeared by her 
own Conteſſion and otherwiſe, that ſhe opened 
the door inthe Night to ſome of her Confede- 
rates, that robbed all the lower part. of the 
houſe z and for a colour that ſhe might nat'be 
ſuſpeted as privy to it, broke dowrw a 'piece 
of a Wall backwards; but it happening to 
rain, their Footſteps were trac'd from the fore- 
door, and none on the back-fide at ail. ' Be- 
fore the Juſtice ſhe confeſſed ſhe let them in, 
and that it was her father and her brother z but 
upon enquiry, tis found ſhe has no brother, and 
that her father died ſeveral years ago. At Bar 
ſhe denied any Confederacy, alleadgivg that ſhe 
knew nothing of it, yet was found guilty.z and 


| being askt what ſhe bad to ſay, why ſentence of 


Death ſhould not paſs againſt her according to 
Law, prayed Tranſportation. The Court pro- 
miſed her mercy, if ſhe would diſcover who 
the felons were but ſhe refuſed , alleadging 
fhe- could not, being then in bed aſleep.
